Melilla, Spanish Morocco, April 20. 
(P)—“‘Cease firing’ was the order 
flashed today into every military posi- 
tion in this region of the Spanish 
front. The order also applies to sea 
and air craft. 

A truce has been declared while 
French and Spanish delegations are 
attempting to negotiate a peace with 
the insurgent Riffians. 

The order specifically says that 
no fighting must occur, that no 
flights, either for reconnoitering pur- 
poses or bombing raids must be made 
until further notice. 

Riffians, on the other hand, at- 
tacked the French at Zoco Sebt Ain 
Aimar, but were repulsed with serious 
losses. The French, foo, suffered sev- 
eral casualties. 


RIFF LEADER 

REJECTS TERMS. 

~Oudja, Moroceo, April 20.—Old 
world diplomacy, which hoped to make 
peace with the Riffians within closed 
tents, is now deploring the action of 
tl» tribesmen in openly presenting 
their case to the world through news- 
papermen who are covering the peace 
negotiations, here. 

Perhaps remembering references by 
Woodrow Wilson to the principle of 
“open covenants openly arrived at,” 
the Riffian delegates, 
lender, Azerkane, have boldly and 
openly announced their refusal to con- 
sider the demands which France and 
Spaia have made their basis for peace 
in Morocco, 

Without consulting either French 
or Spanish peace envoys, Azerkane, 
declaring that the Riffians “wanted 
the nations of the world to know that 
they desire peace,” pointed out cer- 
tain of the coaditions laid down by 
France and Spain which were objee- 
tionable to the men fighting under 
Abd-El-Krim, the Riffian leader. Azer- 
kane’s declaration. issued after one of 


the members of the Riffian peace 
delegation had returned from a conafer- 
ence with the Riffian leader, was ac- 
cepted as the opinion of Krim. 

“If France and Spain really desire 
peace in Morocco,” Azerkane contin- 
ued. “the question may be _ settled 
easily.

Shortly after to committeemen re- 
turned from the white house, the com- 
mittee received Thomas W. Martin, 
president of the Alabama Power com- 
pany, and other officials of the Asso- 
ciated Power bidders, who argued in 
favor of their bids.

While newspaper bulletins apprised 
early morning pedestrians of the happy 
event, King George and Queen Mary, 
the infant’s grandparents, learned at 
2:40 a. m., by telephone, that mother 
and daughter were doing well. 

All England will join in the re- 
joicing Wednesday when news of the 
baby’s arrival spreads, for a birth in 
the royal family always is greeted 
with acclaim. 

The young duchess, King George’s 
daughter-in-law, went back to her 
girlhood second-stery back bedroom 
to await the arrival ef this, her first- 
born child, who may some day be 
ruler of the one-fourth of the world 
that makes up the British empire.

‘Georgia Man 
Contests Texas 


Cattle Tick Act 


Washington, April 20.—)—The 
constitutionality of the federal cattle 
dipping law to combat the Texas cat- 
tle tick was chaiienged in the supreme 
court today in a case from Echols 
county, Georgia, by Oscar Thornton 
and others convicted of having used 
deadly weapons and of blowing up 
dipping vats and burning spraying 
pens to prevent the federal govern- 
ment from enforcing the law. 

When the cattle growers of Echols 
county had openly revolted against 
state authorities in 1923, opposing the 
state dipping law, the federal govern- 
ment sent an armed force there to 
cooperate with the state. 

This force was described by council 
for Thornton as having established an 
armed camp with machine guns, au- 
tomatic rifles and other firearms. Op- 
position to dipping having continued 
with destruction of vats and pens, 
Thornton and others were convicted 
under federal laws. oe 

They contended the constitutional 
authority of the government in such 
matters extended only to the regu- 
lation of interstate commerce and in- 
sisted there was nothing in federal 
law which defined the power of the 
department of agriculture in its ac- 
tivities in dipping for the extermina- 
tion of the tick to cattle in or in- 
tended for interstate commerce. 

The government insisted the law 
was based upon quarantining against 
transmission of injurious diseases in 
interstate commerce and was consti- 


tutional.

He declared that box- 
ing was legal in Wisconsin, that all 
ithe rules of the law had been com- 
plied with. that both boxers had heen 
pronounced physically fit by physi- 
clans examining them for the athletie 
commission and that “Sencio’s death 
was just one of those unfortunate 
things that may happen in any sport.” 


Tragic Ending. 


The tragic ending of. last night's 
bout was the second fatality in 
lor’s career. Frankie Jerome, a 
York bantamweight, died two 
after his contest with Taylor in 
York a year ago. Jerome at that time 
was knocked down, his head crashing 
against the floor of the ring with such 
force that a hemorrhage developed. 

By a strange stroke of fate. Sencio’s 
death was the third within the ranks 
of Filipine boxers who sought to at- 
tain fortune and fame outside the 
boundaries of America’s island pos- 
Session. 

Pancho Villa, the former world's 
flyweight champion, died in San 
Francisco after a contest with Jimmy 
McLaren. He died from blood pois- 
oning resulting from infected tecth, 
having entered the ring with an in- 
flamed jaw shortly after extraction 
of a tooth. Young Dencio died in Mel- 
bourne. Australia, following a _ bout 
with Bert MeCarthy, of Melbourne. 
Dencio collapsed after his fight with 
Kugene Criqui, French featherweight, 
but recovered. 

Marvelous Gameness. 


The marvelous exhibition of game- 
ness displayed by Sencio against the 
taller and harder hitting Taylor was 
cheered by thousands who were senti- 
mentally inclined in favor of the 
brown-skinned boxer against his 
American 6pponent. 

The Terre Haute blonde was crush- 
el when he learned today that his 
game little opponent had died. He 
said he would rather have been knock- 
ed out by the first blow of the battle 
himself, rather than have such a thing 
happen. ‘Taylor indicated that he 
probably would hang up his boxing 
gloves for at least several months, 
His contest with Harold Smith, 
scheduled for East Chicago next Fri- 
day night, has been cancelled.

Massenet’s opera presented 16 
years ago for the first time at Monte 
Carlo, was given its initial perform- 
ance in Atlanta Tuesday night with 
Chaliapin again in the title role. While 
the opera on first hearing does not 
appeal to ‘us as other of “Massenet’s | 
works, it is an excellent vehicle to, 
again display the greatness of Chalia- | 
pin. The composer has drawn his sit- 
vations more liberally from Le Lorrain 
than from Cervante’s romance. Don 
Quixote is represented as a pattern 
of kindness, instead of the fantastic 
serio-comic knight; and Dulcinea is a 
gay courtesan instead of a _ rustic. 
Sancho Panza remains as in the orig- 
inal. The music, with a few short 
arias, is largely melodious declamation. 
The orchestration has vivid coloring 
amd is fittingly humorous, 

The role of Don Quixote requires 
much beside splendid singing. Fine 
acting, appreciation of musical pos- 
sibilities, and an unusual sense of 
humor, are necessary for portraying 
this part. Mr. Chaliapin, splendid 
musician that he is, satisfied the de- 
mands and made a success of the 
opera through his powerful person- 
ality. He was at all times the central 
figure of the opera. 

An excellent partner in the role of 
Sancho was De Luca, who sang with 
his usual style and finish. Meader’s 
pleasing Voice was heard as Rodriguez. 

Miss Telva, who made such a fa- 
vorable impression in La -Gioconda 
Jast year, sang the part of Delinea. 
Only in very few instances is the 
leading role of an opera given to a 
contralto, and Miss Telva took ad- 
vantage of her opportunity. She met 
the technical difficulties of many 
florid passages with ease and pre- 
cision. She displayed marked flexi- 
bility—not always found among con- 
traltos—and the lighter work offered 
fine contrast to the usual sustained 
parts, Since Miss Telva’s first appear- 
ance in Atlanta, she seems to have 
grown vocally and artistically, and 
it is with pleasure that we hear her 
singing the major roles, 

As usual the ballet added spirit 
and interest to the performance with 
incidental dances, and the artistic 
background of the new sets gave the 
proper atmosphere.

Score Is Remarkable. 

The Massenet work is perhaps chief- 
lv remarkable for its orchestral score. 
The instrumental part of the opera 
plays a more promjnent part than is 
usual in the older operas and Conduc- 
tor Hasselmans fully deserved the out- 
bursts of applause that greeted his 
appearance, with raised baton, be- 
fore each act. The Metropolitan or- 
chestra had opportunity last night to 
show how important a part of the 
organization it is. 

Of the five scenes, the last two 
make by far the greatest appeal of 
the entire opera. The fourth scene, in 
the home of Dulcinen, the fair but 
false lady of the pathetic Don’s 
dreams, brings the. ballet into a col- 
orful and entrancing number, with 
exquisite snatches of typically French 
compositions which Madame _ Telva, 
supported by Meaders, Anthony and 
Egener, presented without flaw. 

It is in this act that the transcen- 
dent genius of Chaliapin grips the au- 
dience and holds it, enthralled in the 
story he is telling, through his char- 
acter, until the final curtain falls. 

The poor, mad knight has fulfilled 
the task Dulcinea set ‘him. He has 
tracked the bandits to their moun- 
tain stronghold and there, by the 
strength of his faith, has won back 
from them the stolen necklace. Blind 
to the true character of Dulcinea, the 
light o’ love, he comes back triumph- 
ant to claim her as his bride, only 
to be greeted by ribald jeers and 
broad slanders by the crowd at Dul- 
cinea’s home.

Fairbanks, Alaska, April 20.—The 

monoplane of Captain George H. Wil- 


kins was sighted Thursday by Eski- 
mos near Thetis island, 100 miles 


' southeast of Point Barrow. tts destina- 


tion, according to a radio dispatch 
from the overland party of the De- 
troit Aretic Expedition received here 
last night. Captain Wilkins’ mono- 
plane had evidently been successful 
in making its fifth crossing of the 
dangerous Endicott mountains, and 
had completed four-fifths of its trip 
sighted. 

The island is the largest and most 
westerly of a group of small islands 
in the Arctic ocean near the mouth 


of the Colville river. Apparently the 


' 


plane had followed the Anaktuvuk 
river through Anaktuvuk pass in the 
Endicott mountains and on to ifs 
junction with the Colville, a course 
which would necessitate a maxti- 
mum altitude of only 2.500 feet, the 
height of the pass itself. The plane 
carries 4,200 pounds of freight, 400 
pounds more than on its second trip 
from Fairbanks to Barrow when it 
had difficulty in getting sufficient al- 
titude to clear the higher ranges of 
the Endicotts. 

The island is the site of an Eski- 
mo colony at the mouth of the Col- 
ville river, two days’ travel from the 
overland party which is following the 
river to the coast on the way to 
Point Barrow. It is believed here that 
Captain Wilkins may have followed 
the same route turning northwest to- 
ward Barrow after reaching 
island.
